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Says Most Economical Beef Certain to Win 


In conducting its various lines 
of work assigned or authorized by 
Congress, the bureau is concerned 
particularly in assisting live stock 
producers to raise their stock with 
a maximum of skill, also in insur- 
ing to American consumers a sup- 
ply of meat that is as wholesome 
and safe as the meat-inspection 
service with your co-operation can 
make it. Other branches of the 
Government and the commercial 
trades likewise are concerned in the various steps and processes 
which live stock and their products undergo from the time they 
leave the farm until they reach the consumer’s table. But we all 
must recognize that live stock problems can not be considered piece- 
meal. We can not hope to establish minor policies and permanently 
remove minor annoyances until there is genreal agreement on the 
larger factors. And besides the so-called economic causes which 
involve the physical handling of meat products, we must consider 
likewise the trend of public sentiment, including the attitude of 
producers toward the business of making meat and consumers to- 
ward using it. 

My observations of the farm press and the consensus of 
opinion at live stock gatherings show a general demand for more 
economical production. ‘How can we cut down the cost of making 
meat?’ That is one question that is sincerely asked and the answer 
of which is sincerely looked for. This attitude of producers toward 
greater skill in production is most encouraging. The attitude is en- 
tirely apart from the unfortunate tendency in some circles to as- 
sume that all expenses, 
whether justified or not, 
should be passed along to 
the consumer. 

Although the answer 
may seem paradoxical, the 
obvious means of reducing 
cost in making meat is to 
raise the quality and to 
put greater human skill in- 
to its production. The 
Bureau of Animal Industry 
has found likewise that it 
can render its greatest 
service to the public when 
it interests itself in serious 
problems which many peo- 
ple are earnestly trying to 
solve rather than to de- 
velop projects in which in- 
terest may be limited. 
From its beginning the 
bureau has fought animal 
diseases and is still doing 
so, but it is likewise de- 
veloping work that will aid 
in hastening live stock im- 
provement. Most of you 
are no doubt familiar with 
the slogan, ‘Better Sires— 
Better Stock.’ Its purpose 
in connection with a syste-

For example, it is not 
always easy to convince 
the owner of a scrubby ill- 
bred lot of steers that it is 
a risky investment to pre- 
pare such animals for 
market. Similarly, there 
are dairymen who still con- 
tinue to waste good feed 


matic campaign now being 
conducted throughout the 
country is to direct atten- 
tion to the necessity of 
better sires as a means of improving live stock in the United States. 
Through a system of records obtained from live stock owners active 
in this work, we have been able to verify certain conclusions and 
deductions obtained from experience. We know that, for practically 
all classes of live stock, males used for breeding are only from one- 
twelfth to one-fortieth as numerous as females, and to replace in- 
ferior sires with good ones is a thoroughly feasible undertaking. 
These figures are obtained from a knowledge of breeding stock 
kept on about 2,500 farms and representing practically one-fourth of 
a million animals. When farmer after farmer writes the depart- 
ment that he is using pure bred sires only and will continue to do so 
indefinitely and induce his neighbors to do likewise, we know that 
a campaign of this kind will respect no boundaries. There is inter- 
est in all parts of the United States and even in Hawaii and Gaum, 
although no efforts have been made to conduct the work outside of 
territorial United States.

on poor-producing cows, 
largely because they can 
not grasp the economic 
value of quality as an inheritance of properly bred and selected ani- 
mals. The Animal Husbandry and Dairy Divisions of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry have proved these points time again through 
experimental work, and we lose no opportunity to disseminate such 
information through the department publications and the press. 
A concrete example of the effect of quality may readily be esti- 
mated from the slaughter records of animals, and this, I need hard- 
ly mention, is a familiar phase of the subject to you. Take the case 
of cattle. In converting cattle into beef the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry uses, as an average of the entire kill of the United States, a 
dressing percentage of 5312, which figure, by the way, is the same 
as that ascertained by the census. Poor breeding without doubt is 4 
prime cause of this low percentage. Proof of this is furnished in 
experimental feeding of southern cattle conducted by the bureau 
recent years wherein the animals dressed in one case 58 and in an- 
other slightly over 59 per cent.

ship or skill in getting the last dollar for the animal sold. If 
the buyer finds later that he has been in any way deceived, he 
is not likely to have a very freindly feeling for the man who 
swindled him. The whole business success of a pure bred breeder, 
both present and future, depends upon his building up a reputation 
for absolute honesty and square dealing. The slogan, “Be honest! 
might well stand at the top in making up a list of essentials to 
fermanent success in the pure bred live stock business. If an ani- 
nal has a defect, tell the buyer about it, particularly if he is in- 
‘xperienced in buying pure bred stock. Expansion of the pure 
ued live stock business depends upon adding new recruits. Breed- 
‘ts cannot continue indefinitely the practice of buying and selling 
‘mong themselves. The beginners must be started right and made 
atisfied customers from the very start. ;

with suspicion all claims 
of high sale prices. The 
breed and the whole indus- 
try suffers because of the 
sharp practices of a few 
unscrupulous men _ who 
think more of making a 
few dishonest dollars than 
they do of the future well being of the industry. 

Breeders of pure bred live stock and particularly those stand- 
ing as leaders in places of aythority and influence as officers of 
live stock associations of various kinds, can do no bigger thing for 
the cause of pure bred live stock than to stand first, last and all 
the time for the absolute elimination of every dishonest and fraudu- 
lent practice. There may be men who can see no harm in putting 
fictitious sale prices on animals, looking upon it as simply a means 
of getting inexpensive advertising. Its purpose, however, is to 
deceive the public into buying live stock at prices in excess of their 
real value. The breeder who persists in getting his advertising in 
this way puts himself in the same class as the crook who sells a 
“gold brick.” Breeders who have regard for the future reputation 
and standing of the great business of live stock improvement, 
should fight at all times 
every tendency to ovut 
across record prices and 
exploit centain lines of 
breeding in a manner 
which simply consists in 
aa the buying pub- 
ic. 


Placing fictitious val- 
ues on animals! This 
brings us back to the fun- 
damental principle that 
the whole structure of the 
business of breeding pure 
bred live stock is based 
upon the absolute honesty 
of every man engaged in 
it. It must be more than 
a mere matter of “honesty 
is the best policy.” It 
must be the kind of hones- 
ty that is so ingrained in 
ones moral fibre as to 
make impossible a dishon- 
est or deceitful act.

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The Aberdeen-Angus breed is 
probably presented on the fairest 
basis to students as compared 
with other breeds in the revised 
edition of “Types and Breeds of 
Farm Animals,” by Prof. Charles 
S. Plum of Ohio State University 
than in any book yet offered the 
student. This is just off the press of Ginn & Co., and is so closely 
up to date that the foundation of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal is 
mentioned in the last sentence of the 22 pages of text on the Aber- 
deen-Angus. 

The origin, history, early improvers, introduction of the breed 
to America characteristics, weight, early maturing qualities, pro- 
lificacy, milking qualities, beef production, cross-breds and grades, 
families, prices of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle, prices paid for 
steers, distribution in the world, organizations for promoting the 
breed are covered in paragraphs and parts of the chapter devoted 
to the breed.

At the International in 1910 a similar situation pre- 
vailed, the Aberdeen-Angus outweighing the Shorthorn in but one 
class, that of the senior ‘yearling bull, the respective weights being

tritious green food for the 
cattle, the natural growth be- 
ing maiden cane, wire grass, 
carpet grass, little blue maid- 
en and many other native 
grasses. Here the cattle and 
swine find ample pasture 
when the grass is short on the prairie. It is generally considered 
best to provide hay for feeding the stock during the winter months. 
Last summer Dr. Blackman cut and provided three large ricks of 
hay, placing them in the pasture where the stock could have free 
access to them. I noticed when there that the stock had made little 
use of the ricks of hay, finding plenty of green pasturage on the 
prairie and in the hammock during the winter. The cutting of hay 
and ricking it in the pastures where the stock have free access to it 
is simply preparedness in case of an unusually cold winter. During 
the recent war we all heard a great deal about “preparedness,” the 
slogan has gone through the length and breadth of the land and Dr. 
Blackman has taken up the popular idea and provided an abundance 
of dry food for stock in case of emergency. 


4,000 Acres and 375 Pure Breds. 


In a recent letter from Dr. Blackman he made the following 
statement regarding his ranch: 

“The ranch contains 4,000 acres and is divided as follows: 1,500 
acres hammock, 1,500 acres prairie and 1,000 acres pineland. At 
present I have about 375 head of cattle of pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus, half and three-quarters Angus and native stock. 

“We have about 200 hogs and most of these are on the range 
and are mainly high- 
grade Duroc Jersey, 
with a few natives. The 
hammock range is ideal 
for hogs. Perhaps there 
are 100,000 cabbage 
palmetto trees or more, 
whose berries analyze 
about the same as corn 
in feeding value and 
thousands of oaks bear- 
ing a large amount of 
acorns. 

“We have 400 acres 
in ‘tame pasture,’ made 
by burning and fre- 
quently mowing the 
prairie, originally cov- 
ered with switch grass, 
and discing in Bermuda 
and joint grass stems. 


industry is not known, 
but our guess is that in 
the live stock industry. 
he saw Florida’s greatest future. The Wekiwa Ranch is located 
six miles north of Sanford and contains about 4,000 acres. It has a 
great variety of soils, a portion of it being heavy hammock covered 
with a growth of oak, gum, cabbage palmetto, bay and other hard 
wood growths. There are upward of a thousand acres of cutover 
land of splendid quality. The cutover land lies from twenty-five 
to thirty feet above the normal level of the St. Johns and Wekiwa 
Rivers and a thousand or more acres of prairie facing on the St. 
Johns River. 

The variety of soils, their richness and the elevation above the 
two rivers named make it a most valuable asset for agricultural 
purposes. The cutover lands are suitd for growing almost every 
crop that flourishes in this latitude. Dr. Blackman utilizes a por- 
tin of these cutover lands in growing corn, sorghum, Napier and 
Rhodes grass, velvet beans, Para grass, cowpeas, soy beans, pea- 
uts, rape, vetches and many other forage crops. The fact is that a 
failure of crops on his cutover lands has never been known. All of 
hese crops can be “hogged down,” or made into hay, or placed in 
he silo. The tonnage grown in these crops on this land has been a 
‘urprise to all.. 

A large portion of the prairie lands have been subdued and 
lanted in different grasses, which thrive most wonderfully. Gen- 
tally speaking there is always moisture enough in the soil to create 
iheavy growth of grasses. A portion of this prairie for the past 
three years has been covered more or less by water from the over- 
low of the St. Johns river.

made by ploughing or mowing the wire grass land, which then is 
taken possession of by carpet grass and various paspalums. 

“T have usually planted fifty acres in corn—this year on ac- 
count of the wet spring, I planted no corn, but am reserving this 
field for sugar cane which will be planted in November and Decem- 
ber. I have enough cane now growing (and growing splendidly) 
to plant 50 or 60 acres this fall. I expect to erect a syrup mill next 
summer, if all goes well and I hope to have 200 acres in cane the 
following year. Live stock and cane are a fine combination. When 
it becomes necessary to replant the cane, I will plant the old field 
to corn for two or three years, coupled with velvet beans, cowpeas, 
peanuts and beggarweed and hog them off with cattle and swine, 
also cow penning the land with several hundred cattle at night dur- 
ing the winter after they have eaten off the legumes, thus prepar- 
ing it for another crop of cane, with manure and urine. 

“T have fifteen acres in Para grass for meadow, a few acres in 
Rhodes grass. I have bought no hay for horses, mules or milk cows 
since my first year on the place.” 

This I call a pretty good record as the place has been self-sus- 
taining from the first year to the present. 

In a letter received from Dr. Blackman a few weeks ago he 
wrote: 

“T am butchering several range hogs each week and they net 
me from twenty to forty dollars each, and they have never cost me 
a penny for food.”

Secretary of Australia Society Writes 


As you are aware, there are not many Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders in Australia. Until 
1918 we did not even have a Herd Book, and 
when a few of the leading breeders gathered 
together at the Brisbane Show in 1918 and 
formed the Aberdeen-Angus Herd Book So- 
ciety of Australia, they had great difficulty 
in finding out all the breeders. Even now 
we have not found them all. Tucked away 
in various parts of the continent we find 
men with three or four head of pure bred 
cattle—some of them with up to fifty and 
sixty head. These men have kept their 
herds pure, and they have kept good records 
of all their breeding operations and the com- 
pilation of the first volume of the Herd 
Book will not entail as much trouble as was 
at first expected. Yet many of the biggest 
breeders have neglected to keep pedigrees. 
They have been very careful in the purchase 
of bulls—some of them insisting on keeping 
nothing but imported bulls—and there is no 
doubt of the purity of these herds. These 
herds will have to go into the Appendix of 
the Herd Book until such time as they can 
qualify by top crosses of registered blood, 
for the Herd Book proper. 

Queensland has more Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders than any other state, Tasmania 
probably coming next and New South Wales 
third. 

Apart from the studs, there are a good 
many herds of grade cattle that give indi- 
cation of how popular the breed is with men 
who look for quality. I could take as an in- 
stance the present “Bald Blair” herd owned 
by Mr. Harold White. This herd was start- 
ed in 1886 by crossing the best Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls procurable in the Common- 
wealth on a herd of well-bred Hereford 
cows. Pure Aberdeen-Angus bulls have been 
used ever since and the herd now consists of 
7,000 females. These are all pure black with 
the exception of about 10 per cent. of black 
ballies which have been retained owing to 
their very fine type and form. Mr. White 
finds an ever increasing demand for his 
culled heifers, as well as for the cast-for-

Western Cattle Men to Hold Conference 


The call sent out by the California Catt] 
men’s Association suggesting a conference 
of stockmen from the twelve Western States 
has received wide-spread approval. 
ion seems to be unanimous that Salt Lake 
City is the logical place for the meeting rae 
the only remaining question is that of date 
It is now proposed that the conference be 
held during the early part of December 
The annual meeting of the United Stock. 
men’s Association for Federal Control of 
Public Grazing Lands will be held at that 
time, and it is probable that the meetings 
will be combined. 

This is the most important movement of 
recent years toward a solution of the mark- 
eting, financial and legislative troubles that 
beset cattle growers and that have become 
especially acute this year. 

In its call suggesting the conference the 
California Cattlemen’s Association proposed 
that definite plans be worked out for hand- 
ling the seasonal surplus supplies of cattle 
from each state, for securing Federal finan- 
cial aid and for withholding half fat cattle 
and feeders from prime cattle markets. 

The call was sent to cattlemen’s associa- 
tions in Arizona, Colorado, Idaho, Montana, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Oregon, Texas, Wash- 
ington, Wyoming and Utah. 

Replies received from various associations 
in Arizona, Utah, Idaho, Wyoming, Oregon 
and Montana indicate that these associa- 
tions are heartily in accord with this move- 
ment which they believe will go a long way 
toward solving their money problems. 

The Journal sincerely hopes that. this 
movement will be carried out to a successful 
end.

Dr. H. M. Brown Dies. 


Dr. H. M. Brown, Hillsboro, Ohio, passed 
away at his home on September 29th. The 
funeral serviccs at home were followed by 
interment at the Buford cemetery, near 
where he was born August 28, 1858. Death 
followed a long illness. 

Dr. Brown was internationally known as a 
breeder, importer and judge of Abcrdeen- 
Angus cattle. He was nearly as well known 
in Belgian horse ranks, and he was also a 
sheep breeder of prominence. When the 
Sociedad Rurale of the Argentine called up- 
on the American Aberdcen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association to name a judge of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle for the great Palermo show 
two years ago, Dr. Brown was the man se- 
lected. He had judged the Aberdeen-Angus 


breding classes at the 1917 International, at 
Chicago, and the Brandon Winter Show last 
year; so that he had judged leading shows 
of Aberdeen-Angus in three nations, an hon- 
or not held by any other American breeder 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Dr. Brown was one of the leading breed- 
ers of the East twenty years ago, and his 
show herd was one of the best when at the 
top. At the International, as well as at the 
Eastern State Fairs, it was always in the 
van of the prize list. As president of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciaticn in 1916, he brought harmony and a 
plea for a fairer deal for the good cattle not 
so fancily bred as those the sale rings were 
putting into prominence. 

Dr. Brown practiced his profession for 
several years after leaving college in Ohio, 
and then went abroad where he studied for 
several years. Upon his return, he practic- 
ed in Cincinnati until a breakdown in health 
twenty years ago turned his lessened activi- 
ties to the farm and outdoors. He then de- 
voted his time and study to scientific breed- 
ing of live stock with wreat success. With 
large farming interests to handle, he had a

Forty-one Aberdeen-Angus calves at the 
recent Marshall County Fair were the back- 
bone of the Baby Beef Club. When all was 
said and done, most of the boys were ready 
to take up the slogan “all back and no sur- 
render.” :

on the American continent has been. held 
under its supervision. It is interesting to 
note that at the eighteen International shows 
held up to the year i919 inclusive, the grand 
champion steer in eleven contests was an 
Aberdeen-Angus. 

“In the grand champion contest in carload 
lots hcld at the Internation during the past 
eightcen ‘years, fourteen times this award 
has gone to the Aberdeen-Angus. E. P. Hall 
of Illinois won the carload championship in 
1910, 1912, 1916 and 191%, the lad ior the 
last year bringing $42.50 per hundred at 
auction, the highest price up to that time 
ever paid for a fat carload. Claus Kram- 
beck of lowa won the championship in 1904, 
1905 and 1907; Funk Brothers of [Illinois in 
1906 and 1908; L. H. Kerrick of Illinois in 
1900; Charles Escher of Iowa in 1902; and 
Escher and Ryan of Iowa in 1911 and 1913. 
The carcass contest on single steers at the 
International, excepting in 1°00, has been 
won each year by a pure bred or grade 
Abcrdeen-Angus. Five state agricultural 
colleges—lIowa, Michigan, Minnesota, Neb- 
raska and Ohio—have fed Aberdcen-Angus 
steers whose carcasses were awarded the 
grand championship. At Smithfield, in Lon- 
don, where the great British show of bee7 
stock is held, the Aberdeen-Angus has done 
hardly as well as at Chicago, but between 
1909 and 1917 grand championship on fat 
steer or heifer has ten times gone to this 
breed. Certain factors have affected the 
awarding of premier place to the Aberdeen- 
Angus. The animal dresses out a high per 
cent of carcass to offal, the meat is fine of 
grain or texture, the fat is distributed 
throughout the lean so as to show most de- 
sirable marbling, the color is usually a 
bright red, while the quality is unsurpassed. 
Without question the American butcher in a 
discriminating market pays the top price 
for Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Well fattened, 
a two-year-old steer of the brecd may be ex- 
pected to dress out 65 per cent carcass to 
offal, or better.” 

“The cross-bred or grade Aberdeen-Angus 
bullock has long been regarded with especial 
favor by feeders and _ butchers. Robert 
Bruce, a well known British authority, in 
commenting on crossing the Aberdeen-An- 
gus and Shorthorn, states that this cross is 
hiehly valued by northern breeders, and the 
large number cf farmers in England and 
Ireland who have _ resorted to this cross 


proves pretty clearly the general apprecia- 
tion of the many good qualities belonging 
to the blend. Where ordinary judgment is 
exercised in the selection of sires and dams, 
the excellence of the produce is at once as- 
sured, as the blending of the Shorthorn and 
Aberdeen-Angus blood results not only in a 


tty 
superior butchers’ animal but also j ° 
feeding and rent-paying one. r peg 
the great fat stock shows at once indicates 
the important position taken by a 
Shorthorn-Aberdeen-Angus crosses jn the 
annual prize-award lists. There has been : 
widespread demand for Aberdeen-An ti 
bulls for crossing purposes all over th 
north of Scotiand, and this system of eres. 
ing has also made its way into other por. 
tions of the kingdom. In my opinion it js 
imméterial how the cross is brought in— 
whether through the Shorthorn sire on the 
Polled cow or the Polled bull and the Short- 
horn cow. Circumstances and situation ma 
alone be left to guide the brceder in the se- 
lection of the sire to use. A mating of 
Aberdeen-Angus to white Shorthorn pro- 
duces a blue-gray animal that for many 
years has been a prime favorite on the Brit. 
ish market. In America such cross-breds 
are not so common. At the Smithfield Fat 
Stock Show in England, from 1900 to 1916 
inclusive in the competition among cross- 
breds, the several combinations of Aberdeen. 
Angus and Shorthorn blood virtually won all 
championships and reserve championships, 
On the western range the Aberdeen-Angus 
has not secured so strong a foothold as the 
Hereford, but his grade progeny is thick. 
fleshed, short of leg, fast-maturing, a good 
{eeder and kills the equal of anything on the 
market. It will be fortunate for our keef 
cattle interests when more Aberdeen-Anpus 
males are uscd to grade up common herds,’ 
“The prices paid for Aberdecn-Angus 
steers represent the very top of the market 
so far as carload lots are concerned. The 
prices paid for single stcers—excepting the 
champions at the 1916, 1917 and 1918 Inter- 
national Expositions—are led over all 
breeds, grades 2nd crosses by the sale of 
the giand champion Advance at the 1900 In- 
ternational, which brought $1.50 per pound 
live weight. He weighed 1,430 pounds, 
bringine $2,145. At the 1916 International 
the grand champion carload of Aberdeen- 
Angus shown by E. P. Hall of Illinois 
brought $28 per hundred at auction, while 
in 1918 the grand champicn load of the 
same breed by the same exhibitor brought 
$42.50 per hundred. The average price paid 
per hundred on 378 carloads of fat Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in the fifteen ‘years be- 
tween 1900 and 1916 was $9.34 as compared 
with $8.38 paid on 357 loads of Herefords 
and $8.73 on 198 loads of Shorthorns.”

At present Dr. Blackman is absent from 
home a great deal of the time as he has ac- 
cepted the presidency of the Florida Syrup 
Association and during his absence Mrs. 
Blackman continues the supervision of the 
ranch and what is more she enjoys the work. 

In the work of the syrup association Dr. 
Blackman is greatly interested and a little 
later will push the planting of cane and the 
erection of syrup mills in different parts of 
the state. The object of this association is 
as follows: 1. To promote the growing of 
sugar cane and the production of pure cane 
syrup in Florida. 2. To assist in the erec- 
tion of community mills. 3. To establish 
and maintain a uniform grade of product 
that will neither ferment nor crystalize. 4. 
To provide for the co-operative and country- 
wide marketing of the same. 

This in connection with the live stock in- 
dustry is considered one of the most import- 
ant movements in agriculture, a movement 
that when once placed on its feet will make 
Florida one of the richest agricultural states 
in the Union. In order to bring about a 
general movement of this kind it will take 
co-operation, the farmer and the capitalists 
working together.

The Hatton estate is an old istor;

takes a personal interest in his breeding ho 
elation, though a man of many other widely 
scattered interests. As he showed us oa 
the estates, walking from one field to pet 
to see the cattle, he continually talked of 
Aberdecn-Angus breeding affairs and his 
plans for the future. 

The herd was established in 1878 
it now 45 years old. The siesanen al 
stcading was erected by the present owner's 
grandiather. A high wall with wide and 
high gates admits to the yard and buildings 
inside. A tower and belfry at the gate give 
« medieval touch to the solid appearance of 
everything. 

In getting among the cattle we soon found 
that Hatton Castle has an old family that 
we seldom hear of in the Westertown Dwh- 
esses. As in several other herds where a fax- 
ily has developed through generations of cat- 
tlemen at a farm, this was outstandingly the 
best tamily on the place. Just as at Ballin- 
dalloch, the Ericas lead; at Doonholm the 
Matildas of Wester Fowlis; at James 
Whyte’s the Beautys; at The Banks, the 
Gammers; at Mulben, the Mulben Prides, 
here the Westertown Duchesses had been so 
good from the start that they had kept them 
and built on them with farm pride in*spite 
ot fads and fancies of the outside world. 
There is a lesson for the little breeder in 
this, we believe, that should not be over- 
looked. If these breeders in Scotland can 
afford to keep their best families where the 
dividing line between profit and loss must be 
figured so closely that only the most econ- 
omical system of farming can survive, sure- 
ly we here can stick to them with hundreds 
of square miles to develop with better cattle 
where the Scots have square inches. Not 
only were tkey sticking to these cattle be- 
cause they were the best they had in their 
herds, but when it came to the export :mar- 
kets in South Africa and South America, 
these cattle were first in demand from the 
buyers when tkey looked them over. 

Also and further along the same line, 
men like Beddie, Whyte and Kennedy took 
these favorites of thcir individual farms to 
the shows and have made them recognized 
among the breeders big and little. All of 
them have had Highland champions of these 
families. They may not be “fashionably” 
bred, but it is certain that they are not 
“plain” bred. 

Another interesting line at Hatton Castle 
was their Elbas, all tracing back to a ten- 
year-old cow. Their best calf this year was 
at the side of a four-year-old, while a 
yearling heifer, a six-year-old with bull calf 
at side and the old cow herself, all bore ev! 
dence to the value of great matrons that

Stock bulls are also kept up in paddocks, 
frequently darker than they should be, we 
would say. Also, modern sanitation as re- 
gards air and drainage are not all that we 
might like where considerable money is in- 
vested in permanent buildings. ; 

From Hatton we swung east to Slackadale 
where we went over Mr. Archibald Chap- 
man’s herd. It is headed by an excellent 
-on of Mr. Penny’s famous old bull, Eureka 
of Advie, which Mr. Chapman calls “prob- 
ably the best living bull in this or any other 
country.” While the Slackadale herd is not 
as iong established as some, it is being built 
along fashionable lines, according to stan- 
dards there, and sends an annual draft to 
the spring sales. 

It was getting late, though the sun doesn t 
cet until 9 o’clock at Aberdeen at this time 
of year, and ‘you can easily read the news- 
papers Without artificial lights at 10 o’clock 
in the evening. So we accepted the hospi- 
tality of Slackadale and had tea before con- 
tinuing back toward Aberdeen. 

We stopped at Chapel of Seggat to look 
at another one of the small herds of Scot- 
land that is going ahead though now rated 
as only in the third rank. Mr. and Mrs. 
Alex. Ingram gave us a hearty welcome, 
and we went out to look at the cattle at 
some distance. Mr. Ingram has been using 
a son of Baron Beauford that is out of the 
same cow as Evenest of Bleaton, Interna- 
tional grand champion two years ago. This 
bull is also a full brother to the reserve 
champion at the Highland this year, Everest 
of Bleaton. The use of such a sire showed 
very plainly, and was a remarkable demon- 
stration of what a good bull will do for a 
small herd in a short time. Several of the 
young things by this bull were showed at 
the local shows and won firsts and cham- 
pionships. You may think that the little 
shows don’t amount to anything, but fre- 
quently there are classes in Aberdeenshire 
where the riighland is outnumbered and ani- 
mals beat prize winners from that classic. 

The soil here is not so good as over in the 
Buchan district and, of course, doesn’t ap- 
proach the famous valley of the Spey in fer- 
tility and grasses. In fact, the fault of the 
Chapel of Seggat herd would be over-graz- 
ing of the pastures and consequent thinness 
of the cattle. However, here was another 
sound practical Scot making good with pure- 
bred Aberdeen-Angus in his farming opera- 
tions. The Doddie fitted into his plans for 
making a living at farming. 

The opinions of Col. Forbes and Mr. Chap- 
man were asked and given with much ban- 
tering as to who would have the higher 
standing when the three rivals got their 
cattle before the judges at the little shows. 
Later awards showed Mr. Ingram had been 
a close student of his stuff and picked what 
the judge thought was best at the show. 
‘Every Scot is a judge of live stock,” some 
one has said, and these chaps seemed to 
prove it.—F. H. H.

Dehorn Your Cattle—They Will Sell Better. No 
single step or operation in the handling of “taitle 
yields such big results in money as the single act f 
dehorning. The absence of horns on a bunch of beet 
cattle means 15 cents to 25 cents per ewt. added { 
their value. All buyers prefer dehorned cattle, ey : 
for local slaughter, as the carcasses are more likely 
to ke free from bruises and injuries. But the ie 
important factor is that many eastern shippers often 
refuse to bid on horned cattle on account of th 
practical certainty that some of them will be teat 
in transit to their destination. This lessens the em. 
petition and often restricts the outlet on a particular 
bunch of horned cattle to the local killing demand 
It goes without saying that the more buyers that are 
bidding on a given bunch of cattle, the better the 
price the salesman will be able to obtain. If on go. 
count of the cattle being horned eastern shippers are 
practically out of the competition, they will have to 
sell for whatever the local killer will pay. In the 
ease of a bunch of cattle that, except for their horns 
would just suit an eastern buyer, the difference in 
price may amount to as much as 50 cents per cyt 
— your cattle before placing them in the feed 
ot. 

The above advice is especially applicable to the 
southern cattle feeder and producer, as dehorning js 
a feature of the cattle feeding business which the 
southern cattlemen have in the past very greivously 
neglected, as a large majority of the southern cattle 
coming to market are horned cattle. It is a fact that 
the southern cattlemen are also dependent upon the 
east and north for an outlet for part of their surplus 
cattle as well as other sections, because of the fact 
that so many of the large packing plants are located 
there. If the cattlemen of the south realize how 
easy it is to dehorn their calves, and how much 
quicker and better a bunch of cattle will fatten after 
dehorning and how much better they will sell when 
placed on the market, it would be a rare thing to ever 
see any horned cattle in the south. This is a very 
important feature of the cattle business and it js 
hoped that the cattlemen of the south will govern 
themselves in the future accordingly, as it is a matter 
that the cattle buyers are becoming more strict about

Of course we all know 
that in breeding stock everything depends 
on the right foundation, but it has always 
been my policy in buying my cattle to look 
first at the individual and at the family 
wfterward, for I have found that some of 
the most popular strains don’t stand up un- 
‘er conditions on the range as well as others 
that are less widely known. 

“However, I don’t blame the breeders for 
ticking to the popular lines, for I know 
from experience that it is much easier to 
ell people something they want than to talk 
them into wanting something else. I had an 
instance of that years ago when I was run- 
ning a seed and milling business at Ham- 
burg, la., where I lived for thirty-five years 
before moving to western Nebraska. We 
sold our flour to several stores in town, giv- 
ing the same grade different trade names 
for the various merchants. 

“One day a lady came to the mill for a 
sack of flour, and failed to notice that the 
one she took was of a different brand than 
the one she usually bought. It happened 
that she had bad luck with the first baking 
out of that sack, and noticing the unfamiliar 
brand, she came at once to exchange it for 
the kind she usually used, saying that she 
simply couldn’t bake bread with that flour.” 

“T knew the brand she was so disgusted 
with was of exactly the same grade as the 
one she generally used, so I took the sack 
back into the store room, poured the flour 
into a sack bearing the brand she asked for, 
tied it up and delivered it to her. The next 
time she came in she remarked that it made 
a wonderful difference in her bread. 

“If I had taken the trouble to try and con- 
vince that lady that one brand of flour was 
not only just as good, but identically the 
same as the other, I might have lost a cus- 
tomer. And so it goes in the breeding 
game. A popular family name will sell an 
animal to lots of breeders quicker than the 
real merit of the individual.” 

Mr. Miller brought in a load of steers and 
heifers, just to test the market, he said. If 
he finds prices good enough, he will ship in 
his entire Whiteface herd shortly, for he 
prefers the Angus cattle, and wants to re- 
place - his Herefords with blacks this year 
or next.

Internal or ex- 
ternal parasites will stunt growth. Disease and exposure will do 
the same. Overcrowding or insufficent exercise likewise interferes 
with rapid growth and satisfactory market development, and, of
